day was quoted as describing 
as "unhelpful" President Car- 
ter’s recent references to a Pa- 
lestinian homeland. 

In a telephone interview wi- 
th Israel Radio. Mr. Dinitz said 
the U.S. president had not yet 
defined what he meant by the 
term “Palestine homeland”. 

“In politics, like in many 
other areas of life, it is not 
only what you say but the per- 
ception of what you say in the 
minds of those who hear it - - 
and especially in the Arab 
World,” he said. 

**1 have no doubt that the 
Arabs hear, in these statem- 
ents, the idea of a Palesti nian 
state. He has never said a sta- 
te, but that is what they per- 
ceive it to mean. And thia whe- 
re the danger lies,’’ Mr. Dinitz 
said. 

"That is why we regard the 
coining of the phrase in' itself 
as unhelpful to the creation 
of the correct atmosphere for 
negotiations.” 

In the same interview, Mr. 
Dinitz said the United States 
had not reacted officially to re- 
cent hard-line statements by 
Prime Minister-elect Mena- 
them Begin. Referring to Mr. 
Begin’s description of the oc- 
cupied West Bank as a libera- 
ted, not an occupied, region, 
Mr. Dinitz said ; ‘There were 
press reports but there has 
been no official conversation 
on this subject -- I think pri- 
marily because Mr. Begin said 
jt- in his capacity as a member 
of the Knesset (parliament) and 
not as a. prime minister.” 

Mr. Yisraei Galili, minister 
without portfolio in the out- 
going government, said in ano- 
ther interview that the Ame- 
ricans had never protested at 
the establishment of any new 
settlement in the areas captur- 
ed in the 1967 war. 

He added : “And neither ha- 
ve been planned any settlem- 
ents with American reaction in 
mind - - only that of our own 
security needs.” 

The radio said that during 


the decade since the 1967 war 
about 100 settlements had be- 
en established in the occupied 
areas, with about 8,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

All of them were in border 
areas, regarded by Israel as es- 
sential for its security and br- 
oadly feel within the outline 
ol the Allon plan. Most of the 
new settlements were in the 
Golan Heights, with others in 
the Gaza Strip and along the 
Jordan Valley* 

Israel’s chief of staff, Lt-Gen. 
Mordechai Gur, told Israel Ra- 
dio be agreed with Mr. Begin 
and the Likud Party that the 
occupied West Bank was of 
great strategic value to Israel. 

“As a military man, I must 
agree with them. But not only 
Mr. Begin and the Likud but 
all Israeli leaders since the 
1967 war have pointed to this 
strategic value” he said.

Dutch marines storm train, school, 
free hostages, leave 8 people dead 


GL1MMEN, Holland, June 11 
(R). — The Dutch government 
today put an end to the lon- 
gest hostage siege in modern 
times in a calculated outburst 
of armed might that took the 
lives of eight people. 

Early in the morning Dutch 
marines smashed their way in- 
to the train near here where 
nine South Moluccan gunmen 
had held 51 people hostage for 
nearly 20 days. 

Under cover of diving Star- 
fighter jets, the troops stor- 
med the train from both sides, 
after blasting with machine- 


gun and mortar fire the sec- 
tions where the main group 
of gunmen were thought to 
be. 

Two hostages, a ! 9-year-old 
girl and a man aged 40, were 
killed as marines and gunmen 
battled briefly for supremacy. 
Six Moluccans, including a 
girl, were shot dead. 

In a simultaneous attack, an- 
other marine commando freed, 
unharmed, four teachers held 
also by another group of Sou- 
th Moluccans in a primary sch- 
ool at nearby Bovensmilde.

Shelling of Nabatiyeh

Arab boycott 
meet sets up

ALEXANDRIA, June 11 (R). — 
An Arab conference discussing 
the economic boycott of Israel 
today set up a secret commit- 
tee to find ways round U.S.

Marines in flak ja- 
ckets raced through the gap- 
ing hole as crack marksmen 
kept the Moluccans pinned do- 
wn inside the building under 
a hail of rifle fire. 

Feelings are running high 
particularly in Bovensmilde. 
where there is a large South 
Moluccan community on a ho- 
using estate close by the sin- 
gle storey school building. 

Some of the gunmen in the 
school and the train were be- 
lieved to live on the estate and 
it was sealed off today as tr- 
oops and policemen searched 
for other people who may ha- 
ve been involved in the hosta- 
ge operation. As Policemen pa- 
trolled the area. South Molu- 
ccan residents hung out the 
red-white-blue-groupflag of th- 
eir self-styled republic, an As- 
ian archipelago, now part of 
Indonesia. 

Local residents, releasing th- 
ree weeks of pent-up feelings 
said they want to get the Du- 
tch authorities to get Moluc- 
cans out of the village. 

Mr. den Uyl and Mr. Joha-

MOSCOW, June 11 (R). — 
The Soviet Union and Egypt 
today issued a joint warning 
that continued Israeli occupati- 
on of Arab territories could ca- 
use a new conflict in the Mid- 
dle East. 

An official announcement by 
the two countries, made here 
after a two-day visit by Egypt- 
ian Foreign Minister Ismail Fa- 
hmi, censured what it called 
Israel’s obstructionist policy 
and illegal actions in occupied 
areas. 

Cairo and Moscow also cal- 
led for the Geneva Middle East 
peace conference to resume its 
work by this autumn. 

The main aim of Mr. Fahmi's 
visit was to heal the rift bet- 
ween his country and the So- 
viet Union which opened up 
when President Anwar Sadat 
scrapped the countries’ friend- 
ship treaty 15 months ago. 

The joint announcement on 
his talks here stopped short 
of saying there had been a re- 
conciliation. It stated that con- 
crete measures were conside- 
red to overcome difficulties in 
relations. The atmosphere at 
Mr. Fahmi's talks yesterday 
and on Thursday with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko was described as constru- 
ctive. 

The Soviet foreign minister 
had accepted an invitation to 
visit Cairo, and both countries 
re-affirmed their commitment 
to official meetings and con- 
sultations on all questions of 
interest, it said. ' 

Mr. Gromyko was widely ex- 
pected to continue the talks 
in Cairo as it was earlier agr- 
eed upon to patch up differe- 
nces, but plans for the trip 
had not previously been con- 
firmed here. Dates are to be 
arranged later. 

According to Egyptian sour- 
ces, Mr. Fahmi’s talks here 
with Mr. Gromyko and Soviet 
Communist Party leader Leon- 
id Brezhnev have put the two 
countries well on the way to 
settling their differences. 

The announcement disclosed 
that he had passed on greet- 
ings to Mr. Brezhnev from Pr- 
esident Sadat. 

In an interview with TASS. 
Mr. Fahmi said before leaving 


that he was particularly satis- 
fied with Mr. Brezhnev’s "full, 
clear and explicitly expressed 
readiness for improvement of 
Soviet-Egyptian, relations." 

He was optimistic, he said, 
about ironing out difficulties 
in Soviet-Egyptian relations. 

In their joint announcement. 
Moscow and Cairo affirmed th- 
ir known view that peace 
can be ensured in the Middle 
East only through a complete 
Israeli withdrawal from Arab 
territories occupied in 1967. 

The rights of the Arab peo- 
ple of Palestine would have to 
be guaranteed, including their 
right to set up an independent 
state, to return to their homes, 
and to receive compensation. 

The joint announcement sa- 
id Mr. Gromyko and Mr. Fah- 
mi “noted there was still dan- 
ger of a new military clash 
in the Middle East as a result 


Arafat: PLO to 
open dialogue 
with U.S. 

KUWAIT. June 11 (AFP). — 
The Palestinian resistance in- 
tends to “open dialogue with 
the United States," Palestine 
Liberation Organisation leader 
Yasser Arafat said here today. 

In an airport statement af- 
ter his arrival from Saudi Ara- 
bia. Mr. Arafat expressed “sa- 
tisfaction” with recent statem- 
ents by American President 
Jimmy Carter on the Palestin- 
ian question. 

“It is the first time an Ame- 
rican president has mentioned 
the rights of the Palestinian 
people and the need to set up 
a homeland. Mr. Arafat com- 
mented. 

Mr. Arafat had had talks 
with Saudi leaders on Saudi 
Crown Prince Fahd's recent 
talks with Mr. Carter in Wa- 
shington.

In a related development fr- 
om Cairo, Mr. Fahmi said on 
return from Moscow today 
that a meeting between Mr. 
Leonid Brezhnev and Mr. Sa- 
dat will be held in the future. 

"I can confidently say that 
a meeting between President 
Anwar Sadat and comrade Br- 
ezhnev will be held in future." 
Mr. Fahmi said in a statement 

Mr. Fahmi’s statement did 
not make clear when the me- 
eting is expected to take pl- 
ace or where. 

A scheduled meeting betw- 
een the two leaders in January 
1975 never took place. 

Mr. Fahmi stressed Egypt's 
policy of non-alignment and 
said Fgypt was seeking coope- 
ration with all countries. 

Mr. Fahmi recalled repeated 
statements by President Sadat 
tnat Egypt was dealing with 
the whole on the basis of non- 
alignment policy. "This was 
the reason why Egypt accep- 
ted to send its foreign minis- 
ter for talks with Soviet fore- 
ign minister whatever the place 
would be.” he said. 

He added that the second 
meeting between him and Mr. 
Gromyko would be fixed later 
this year. It would be preceded 
by consultations. 

Mr. Fahmi is due to report 
to President Sadat on the out- 
come of his Moscow talks in 
Ismailia, in the Suez Canal 
area, later today.

Open invitation 
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Kinship of violence ? 

A dutch government statement following the j 
storming of the school and train in which South 
Moluccans had been holding hostages for three weeks 
said : “That violence proved necessary to put an end 
to the hostage seizure is something that we feel is 
a defeat. Violence proves necessary sometimes in 
order to make a solution possible.” 

The paradoxical thing is that after three weeks 
of arduous negotiations, deep soul searching consul- 
tations with experts and batteries of psychological 
and other tests and measurements, the admission that 
violence proved necessary, even as a last resort, 
establishes an ironic kinship between the government 
ministers and the gunmen. Was that not the point 
of the group of South Moluccans who started the 
whole thing by taking hostages in the first place? 

For both the government and the gunmen, the 
recourse to violence does indeed signal the failure of 
all other methods to their desired goal, it means 
frustration, it is the action of despairing men. 

Perhaps the South Moluccans chose a self-defeat- 
ing means to their objective, perhaps they were mis- 
guided. Yet both they and the Dutch authorities took 
risks with the lives of innocent people, and innocent 
people did die. The outstanding difference between 
the two is that the Dutch government was successful, 
the gunmen failed ; violence did provide a solution 
for the problem facing the Dutch authorities, it did 
not solve the problem of the Moluccans. 

One wonders, in the final analysis, whether the 
ether ethical niceties do not fade away except for 
the one salient fact that chances were taken with 
the lives of innocent people, and innocent people did 
not manage to step out of harm’s way. Government 
and gunmen were agreed that violence proves neces- 
sary sometimes. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


The Jordanian dailies on Sat- 
urday had different concerns: 
His Highness Prince Hassan’s 
address to the 1LO, Egyptian- 
Soviet relations and Israeli ex- 
pansionist policy. 

A1 Dustour commented on 
the speech delivered by His 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
at the 63rd annual meeting 
of the ILO. The paper focussed 
attention on selected parts of 
Ihe speech. 

The paper said that Prince 
Hassan’s speech was courage- 
ous and strong for it identi- 
fies man and labour as the 
primary factors in internation- 
al economic relations. The pa- 
per adds that the Prince's ideas 
can solve the problem of social 
anxiety caused by the imba- 
lance between capital and la- 
bour. 

His Highness strongly 
called for tipping the balance, 
between labour and capital, in 
favour of labour. Prince Has- 
san said: "The time has come 
to give labour-exports the att- 
ention and consideration tradi- 
tionally accorded to capital tr- 
ansfers.” In order to do so, His 
Highness emphasised the need 
for an international agreement 
on the movement of labour 
whereby minimum decent trea- 
tment, wages and security are 
ensured. The Prince also pro- 
posed the establishment of an 
International Labour Compen- 
satory Facility, whereby the 
accumulated resources will be 
diverted to developing labour- 
exporting countries in relation 
to the estimated cost incurred 
by the loss of labour. 

His Highness also emphasi- 
sed the importance of social 
development and the responsi- 
bility of capital in this area. 
For it is considered that ma- 
terial development loses its va- 
lue if it is achieved at a high 
social cost. 

The paper said that in his 
speech, the Prince outlined to 
the conference the Jordanian 
point of view about beginning 
the promotion of a basis for 
a solution to the 20th centu- 
ry's anxiety problem. This 
viewpoint is also a beginning 
for a better international eco- 
nomic order. 

The paper concludes that it 
is worthwhile to note that Pr- 
ince Hasson's vision Is a dear 
and a well-studied one. It is 
a vision that tallies with our 
Jordanian concept of the hu- 
man element as the basis for 
progress and development. 
This vision also expresses the 
human outlook which disregar- 
ds race, colour and ideology. 
It is a scientific outlook which 
also disregards the class con- 
st large as one sodety which 
must progress. 


A1 ShaTi commented on the 
visit of Egypt's foreign minis- 
ter to the USSR. The paper 
said that the Egyptian-Russian 
reconciliation is a historical ne- 
cessity. The Arab World is 
now facing one of the most 
critical periods in its modern 
history. It is the period in whi- 
ch the Arabs are preparing to 
“fight the battle” for peace in 
the Middle East. 

The paper adds that this "ba- 
ttle" for peace requires the Ar- 
abs to overcome their differen- 
ces in order to mobilise all 
Arab energy. Since this battle 
should involve all our friends, 
one must admit that the USSR 
is as equally important as the 
USA with regards to patronis- 
ing and bringing about the Ge- 
neva peace conference. 

The paper concludes that it 
is not wise to be friendly with 
the USA at tts expense of 
Moscow, or vice-versa .Our na- 
tional interest calls for main- 
taining a spirit of friendship 
and positive cooperation with 
al! countries whose friendship 
can be useful in establishing 
peace in the Mideast and In pr- 
oviding a better future for the 
world at large. 

Al R al said that, on Friday. 
Israel’s defence minister stated 
that in the past three years 
Israel had acquired more wea- 
ponry and power than during 
airy other period since the cre- 
ation of the state. This state- 
ment, by Mr. Shimon Peres, 
comes after Likud's statement 
that Israel Insists on continu- 
ing the occupation of Arab 
lands. 

The paper commented that 
what Mr. Peres Intended to say 
was that all Israeli political 
parties that have come to po- 
wer are Zionist parties anri 
that each had a specific role 
to play. 

The United Nations has con- 
demned Israel for its racist 
policy during the rule of the 
Labour Party, which was res- 
ponsible for the 1967 war. Mr. 
Peres, therefore, was saying 
that the Labourites had played 
their part “well” and that they 
are now leaving the Likud wi- 
th an air force more powerful 
than that of the British or the 
French. 

The paper concluded that 
there had been those who war- 
ned against Israel having large 
amounts of dangerous weapo- 
ns, and that there were those 
who warned that Israel had 
prepared itself beforehand to 
face any change in the policy 
of the USA. No one seemed 
to hear these warnings. The 
paper adds that weapons are 
given to Israel on the pretext 
of guarding its security, but, in 
fact, they are being given to 
an expansionist Israel. 
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Deserting African workers force 
Europeans to quit Rhodesian farms 


SALISBURY (Gemini) — La- 
bour desertions by blacks wor- 
king on white farms along Rh- 
odesia’s long border with Mo- 
zambique are rapidly increas- 
ing. Some fanners report that 
100 per cent of their labour 
force have crossed into Mo- 
zambique 

The area affected stretches 
from Mount Darwin in the nor- 
th east right down to Hippo 
Valley in the south east, with 
the eastern highlands around 
Umtali worst affected. Some 
farmers have abandoned their 
farms, adding more ‘liberated 
territory" to guerrillas operat- 
ing along this vast area. 

Rhodesia security forces, the 
fanners and representatives of 
the Rhodesia National Farmers 
Union are considering various 
schemes to keep the farms oc- 
cupied as going concerns. Land 
estate agents are trying to en- 
courage qualified blacks to take 
up ownership of some of the 
abandoned farms in the war 
zone. 

Several prominent African 
businessmen have been appro- 
ached by the hitherto whites- 
only Agricultural Finance Cor- 
poration to take long term 
loans to buy farms in the ope- 
rational areas. But Africans are 
apprehensive because they do 
not know the attitude of the 
guerrillas towards such moves. 
Although outspoken about the 
labour desertions and other se- 
curity problems, the farmers 
have all asked to remain an- 
onymous. One said: “First it 
was African schoolchildren de- 
serting from schools and now 
the terrorists are trying to 
make our labour desert so that 
we'll leave farms unoccupied, 
but they won’t succeed in driv- 
ing us away.” 

White farmers fear that if 
they leave their farms unoccu- 
pied, even temporarily, Afri- 
cans from the nearby tribal 
trust lands will move in. 


One farmer’s wife said: “It 
has already happened in some 
places, we know of farms 
where labour was driven off 
and the terrorists moved in. 
They cooked food in the home- 
stead fireplaces, hung their clo- 
thes all over the houses." 

In one case, African tribes- 
men moved their cattle into 
the security fenced compounds 
of a deserted farm. 

A farmer who lost his 
labour f one and whose farm 
is at a standstill had this story 
to tell: “In a recent attack my 
tobacco was burned and the 
farm compound fired and my 
cattle were injured or left un- 
milked for so long that they 
developed mastitis and had to 
be slaughtered. 

This farmer maintains that 
he has lost almost everything 
he worked for for years and 
that he has no hope of rebuild- 
ing. 

Farmers in the Odzani dist- 
rict near Umtali have called 
for three things to be done for 
them: 

No military call-ups for far- 
mers in the area. 

Their district to be declared 
an official no-go area so that 
any African seen there can be 
shot on sight. 

A 24-hour curfew through- 
out the district which would 
have the same effect as a no- 
go area. 

Because wives of husbands 
on call-up duties are left alone 
the security forces provide 
them with what are called "br- 
ight lights" - vigilante groups 
of armed soldiers who with 
the help of bright lights out- 
side farm houses help guard 
against guerrilla attacks. 

Many around Umtali have 
accepted the bright lights, but 
one stubborn farmer said: "No 
it's too late. It’s just shutting 
the stable door now the horse 
is gone. Let the young "bri- 
ght lights” get into the army 
and fight the "terrs" (terrori- 
sts! 


The labour crisis along the 
border areas and the security 
situation in general come in 
the wake of official admission 
by the defence chiefs that th- 
ree-quarters of the country 
now falls under the official 
term "operational area”. The 
authorities in Salisbury are an- 
ticipating an intensification of 
the war in the coming weeks. 

With the rains over and the 
dry' season just begun Rhode- 
sian security forces have alrea- 
dy said they are entering what 
they call the "terrorist culling 
season”. 

It is during the dry season 
that they hope to achieve more 
success against the guerrillas 
because of a number of fac- 
tors in their favour. 

The first is that there is 
less cover over the coun- 
tryside, and the dry grass and 
trees enable the security for- 
ces to attack targets from the 
air using helicopters and other 
aircraft 

Reports from some opera- 
tional areas already say sec- 
urity forces have bombed wh- 
ole villages where a guerrilla 
presence has been known, or 
suspected. 

At the close of the wet se- 
ason Rhodesian security forces 
were not having it all their 
way. Whereas at one time 
last year the ratio of guerrilla 
casualties to those of the sec- 
urity forces was 10 to one, 
it has now been reduced to 
five to one. 

Nationalists and the African 
population in general dispute 
the casualty figures of both 
the guerrilla and security for- 
ces, because of eyewitness ac- 
counts of what happens during 
engagements. 

As far as they are concer- 
ned more security men die 
than authorities publish, and 
some of the dead listed as 
guerrillas, according to many 
Africans, are ordinary civilia- 
ns.

HONG KONG. (Gemini). — 
China's position on the U.N. 
"Law of the Sea" issues is 
vague and sometimes contra- 
dictory, yet the country has 
an enormous coastline stretch- 
ing over 6.700 miles from Viet- 
nam to North Korea. 

It has been one of the most 
active maritime powers in 
Asia, increasing its merchant 
fleet from virtually nothing at 
the end of the revolution to 
over 4.8 million dwt, inclusive 
of those companies registered 
in Hong Kong and Macau. 

Port facilities and shipyards 
have been expanded and mode- 
emised and China has under- 
taken offshore exploration for 
oil in the South China Sea 
and begun oceanographic stu- 
dies of the region. 

Despite this activity, China’s 
position on territorial waters, 
exclusive economic zone, the 
continental shelf and the ad- 
ministration and distribution 
of wealth from the deep sea- 
bed remains for the most part 
a mystery. 

Historically, China’s inte- 
rests have been confined to the 
coastline, predominantly fish- 
ing and trade between the 
overseas Chinese communities 
of the region. This trend was 
responsible for China's 195fl 
declaration of a 12 mile limit, 
which was subsequently modi- 
fied by the suspension of the 
nciiinal concept of "innocent 
passage”. 

Peking does not allow the 
passage of warships through 
the Straits of Formosa - - ori- 
ginally a ploy to reduce the 
amount of American naval 
activity in the region. 

In something of a contra- 
diction, China supported the 
move by a number of African 
and South American countries 
in the early 1960's to declare 
a 200 mile territorial limit. 
This support was justified on 
the premise that it was the 
only means available for these 
underdeveloped countries to 
protect their natural resources 
from plunder from the more 
technologically advanced na- 
tions. 

Again in something of _ a 
contradiction to their 12 mile 
claim, China has laid histori- 
cal claim to the Spratly, Pra- 
tas and Paracel island groups 
and to the submerged Maccles- 
field Bank. 

The historical evidence for 
the claims goes back to the 
Han dynasty during the hey- 
day of Chinese maritime 
power. Coins and artifacts of 
the era have been found on a 
number of the islands, though 
no doubt such archaeological 
finds could be located all over 
Southeast Asia. 

The claims on these islands 
and the Macclesfield Bank are 
contested bv the Philippines. 
Vietnam and Taiwan. A num- 
ber of the islands are occu- 
pied bv troops from the dis- 
nutine narties and there have 
been skirmishes. 

Basically, the situation is 
♦hat since all the claims of 
the various parties are histori- 
cal. therefore, possession is 
nine-tenths of the law. China’s 
claims to the islands have 
been represented in a con- 
ffirtine manner. 

In a chart nuhlished in Pek- 
ing. the claim illustrated stre- 
tches nvnr the entire South 
China Sea basin. However, in 
the People's Daily in Decem- 


ber of 1970. it was asserted 
that they are claiming only the 
12 miles territorial waters 
around the islands -- stating 
that the islands are “sepa- 
rated from the mainland and 
its coastal islands by the High 


oetu . 

China realises that the cla- 
ims on these islands and the 
surrounding waters will even- 
tuaily have to be delimited, if 
the region is to have stability. 
China is said to favour a spe- 
cial Law of the Sea tribune L 
to arbitrate in such matters. 

In the islands disputes this 
will still be a very difficult 
question not only because of 
the duplicate claims of China 
and Taiwan, but also because 
the principal counter-claimant, 
Vietnam, has not attended nor 
stated any position on the 
territorial issue of the “Law of 
the Sea”. 

At a 1972 seabed committee 
meeting, China argued that 
each country, had the right to 
exploit the resources up to 
the extent of the territorial 
waters it claimed. They added, 
like the Group of 77 (more 
than a hundred undeveloped 
countries), that an internation- 
al jurisdiction should be esta- 
blished to exploit the deep 
seabed resources. 

This position was modified 
by the 1973 session to include 
the right of coastal states to 
claim an area beyond the ter- 
ritorial waters, either a fishing 
zone, continental shelf, or ex- 
clusive economic zone. 

Throughout the entire period 
of the 1973 conference China 
had been developing its off- 
shore capacity and was about 
to move into the South China 
Sea, with the building of the 
oil rig Nanhai I in Singapore. 

This represented a commit- 


ment not only to building up 
its revenue-earning oil indus- 
try, but a fundamental shift 
from that of a developing co- 
untry in ocean technology, to 
a technologically developed 
country capable of exploiting 
vast areas of the coastal re- 
gion. 

china has expressed its sup- 
port for the concept of an in- 
ternational jurisdiction called 
“Enterprise" to be responsible 
for the administration, opera- 
tion and distribution of deep 
seabed resources. 

Enterprise, as envisioned by 
the undeveloped countries, 
would undertake the mining 
of the deep seabed, principally 
manganese nodules, and would 
distribute the profits from the 
mining among the Geographi- 
cally Disadvantaged States 
(GDS) -- countries that can- 
not take advantage of the 
sea's wealth - - and underdeve- 
loped nations. 

Most technologically deve- 
loped countries would like to 
see some provision for private 
companies - - consortiums *■ in 
the U.S. and Japan are ready 
to mine the nodules but are 
awaiting the results of the 
U.N. "Law of the Sea" con- 
ference. 

Though in theory China Is 
supporting the polarised view 
of the Group of 77 put forth 
at the last conference in prac- 
tice China has supported a 
more moderate stance. 

There is a widening gap bet- 
ween the political ideology 
and economic reality. China is 
becoming a major maritime 
power and much of its future 
strength lies in the ocean bot- 
tom and plying across the 
trade routes of its surface, a 
reality Peking has already be- 
gun accepting.

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Syria, Yugoslavia 
sign trade protocol 


BELGRADE, June 11 (R). — 
Trade between Syria and Yu-

fawi.

Occidental oil, Romania 
strike cooperation accord 


LOS ANGELES. June 11 (R). 
— Occidental Petroleum Cor- 
poration President Dr. Armand 
Hammer said today the U.s. 
oil giant would cooperate with 
Romania in efforts to expand 
the country's oil output. 

Occidental and Romanian ex- 
perts will study ways of inc- 
reasing production from exist- 
ing oil fields and the explora- 
tion of potential reserves un- 
der the Black Sea. 

The cooperation agreement 
was contained in a deal signed 
in Bucharest today under whi- 
ch Romania will invest $53 
million in a U.S. coal mine 
owned by an Occidental subsi- 
diary in order to obtain high 
grade coking coal for its steel 
industry, the company said. 

The contract also opened the 
way for studies of other Joint 
ventures between Occidental 
and Romania in the energy 
field, chemicals and plastics 
and a fertiliser exchange. 

Dr. Hammer, in a telephone 
interview with Reuter, said Ro- 
manian oil fields had become 
depleted “but we and the Ro- 
manians believe there is a lot 
more to be recovered." 

The potential of the Helds 
would be greatly increased by 
the introduction of new tech- 
nology supplied by Occidental. 

Knowledge gained in Occide- 
ntal's operations in the North 
Sea would be used in the first 
full-scale exploration of the oil 
riches that might be yielded by 
the Black Sea. 

An Occidental statement said 
the company and Romania wo- 
uld begin an exchange of spe- 
cialists within 30 or 40 days. 

The cooperation agreement 
end the coal contract stemmed 
from a meeting in Romania 
last month between President 
Nicolae Ceausescu and Dr. Ha- 
mmer. 

Under it, Romania will in- 
vest an initial $53 million in a 
mine at Buchanan County in 
West Virginia, in return, Ro- 
mania will receive 14 million 
tons of coking coal at cost 
price. It will also have the op- 
tion of buying an initial 400,000 


tons a year at market prices 
for the next 40 years. 

The mine is owned by Creek 
Island Coal, an Occidental sub- 
sidiary. 

Dr. Hammer, who earlier de- 
scribed the deal as unique be- 
cause it was the first time Ro- 
mania had ever invested direct- 
ly in a Western country, said 
large scale deliveries would be- 
gin in 1980. 

In a separate statement is- 
sued by the company, he ad- 
ded: “The combination of these 
two transactions - - cash ad- 
vanced payments for metallur- 
gical coal and so many other 
possible new ventures -- mar- 
ks another milestone in East- 
West trade. We have hopes 
of a much wider economic re- 
lationship which will benefit 
both the United States and Ro- 
mania.”

Development bonds will

Bar re announces reorganisation 
of French aircraft industry 


PARIS, June 11 (Agencies). 
— French Prime Minister Ray- 
mond Barre today announced 
a sweeping reorganisation of 
France’s aircraft industry. 

He said here today a state 
company will be formed with 
the state-mvned-shares in the 
Dassault-Breguet private air- 
craft firm and the state-run 
Societe National Industrielle 
Aerospatiale. 

He named M. Jean Blancard, 
who has held other senior go- 
vernment posts, as head of a 
watch dog supervisory body, 
which will direct the aerospa- 
tiale firm and the Dassault 
plane company. 


The state this week announ- 
ced it would take over about 
one-third of the capital in the 
Dassault firm. It already owns 
nearly 100 per cent of Aero- 
spatiale capital. 

Mr. Barre made the an- 
nouncement at the Ie Bourget 
Air Show. He said that the 
new firm would “fully play its 
role of orientation, coordi- 
nation and control without in 
any way affecting the autono- 
my and identity of SNIAS and 
the Marcel Dassault aircraft 
firm.” 

The transformation of the 
Dassault shares, he said was 


inspired not by "ideological 
considerations". It _ was “a 
measure nf rationalisation, and 
not nationalisation". 

Addressing 4,000 aircraft 
and missile makers assembled 
for the Paris international air- 
show, M. Barre also announc- 
ed government backing for a 
new 120-160 seatcr airliner, 
known as the A -200 project 

He called on France's Com- 
mon Market partners, parti- 
cularly Britain, West Germany 
and Holland to join in develop- 
ing new versions of the Euro- 
pean Airbus, which would be- 
come the backbone of the 
European aircraft industry.

She illustrated “in" wear for 
men --a denim boiler suit 
(£6.10), teamed with a woolly 
vest (£3.86). One day, penny- 
pinching Britons will rush for 
the boiler suit at thronged jum- 
ble sales. 

Inflation in Britain is running 
at 15 per cent a year, a far 
higher figure than in other Wes- 
tern countries - - and its is con- 
tinuing to change British pat- 


terns of life as ceaselessly ris- 
ing costs and prices compel 
more and more economies. 

Money, how to get it and how 
to make it last as the shop 
price-tickets change overnight, 
has become the main preoccu- 
pation of a Britain where near- 
ly everyone is having to eco- 
nomise. 

Housewives brought up in the 
affluent days of the “throw- 
away society” now eagerly col- 
lect money-saving hints, many 
of them minuscule. This is the 
kind of advice: 

Get the very last of the tooth- 
paste out of the tube by soak- 
ing the “empty” tube in hot 
water for a few minutes. Don’t 
throw away left-over cold cof- 
fee -- use it as a flavouring 
when making gingerbread, spic-

# ROME, June 11 (R). — Italy today cut its bank rate, the highest 
in Europe, from 15 to 13 per cent, hoping to encourage investment. 
Its move indicated the government is encouraged by signs of suc- 
cess in its fight to curb inflation and end the country's economic 
slowdown. “The decision is motivated by a slowing in the infla- 
tion rate and a positive tendency in our balance of payments In the 
last two months," Treasury Minister Gaetano Stammati told repor- 
ters. The new rate will come into effect from Monday. The 15 per 
cent level was imposed last October as part of measures to defend 
the lira. The monthly inflation rate, 1.5 per cent in January and 1.6 
in February, dropped to 0.8 per cent in both March and April and 
the balance of payments deficit fell from more than 900 billion 
lire (£600 million) to about 500 billion lire (£330 million). 

♦LONDON, June 11 (AFP). — The Bank of England maintained 
its minimum lending rate unchanged at eight per cent yesterday 
in spite of a slight downturn this week of short term Treasury 
Bond interest rates. City experts said they now hoped that a rene- 
wed rise of Interest rate couid be avoided, at least in the near fu- 
ture. 

♦ WASHINGTON, June 11 (R). — Opponents of the costly B-l 
bomber said yesterday after meeting President Carter that they 
thought he was leaning towards production of the plane despite 
his criticism of the plane, designed to replace the air force’s ageing 
B-52, as wasteful The cost of the B-l, which flies at more than 
twice the speed of sound and has a range of 9,800 kms is put at $100 
million each. Democratic Representative Robert Drinan of Massa- 
chusetts told reporters the president announced during the meet- 
ing that Defence Secretary Harold Brown was in favour of the B-l 
bomber. Mr. Drinan and Democratic Representative Ronald De Hu- 
ms of California also said it looked as though the president inten- 
ded to approve a production programme soon. The White House 
said later, however, that Mr. Carter had been referring to Dr. Br- 
own’s statements before be became defence secretary that he mi- 
ght support the bomber's production. Dr. Brown had made no re- 
commendation to the president and the president had not yet made 
up his mind on the issue, the White House added.

ed fruit cake, etc. When using 
fresh lemon juice, instead of 
cutting the lemon, pierce with 
a steel skewer or knitting need- 
le. You can squeeze out as 
much juice as you need then 
seal the hole with sticky tape 
for use again. 

The average British household 
is now paying about £2.50 more 
a week for food than at the 
beginning of 1976 - - so the 
hunt is on for bargains at the 
supermarkets. 

Many housewives have learn- 
ed to make considerable savings 
- - up to 10 per cent - - by buy- 
ing their supermarket’s “own" 
brands of goods rather than 
the heavily advertised brands. 

They are “shopping around” 
more carefully for cheaper buys. 

Bulk buying to save money 
is developing rapidly --and 
never mind the jokes about 
what to do with 144 toilet rol- 
ls. Some stores offer special 
bulk-buying terms with attrac- 
tive discounts. 

There are now thousands of 
informal bulk-buying groups 
and bulk-buy warehouses are 
spreading. Faced with mount- 
ing meat prices, more and more 
British families are going on to 
a part-vegetarian diet, stimulat- 
ed by the “grow-it-yoursedF’ 
movement seen in millions of 
gardens. 

There have been startling ris- 
es in the costs of coal, gas and 
electricity so that the accent is 
on economies, starting with 
cooking. Housewives are cutting 
down on the use of ovens, are 
using more pressure cookers 
and cooking vegetables with the 
minimum of water. 

People don’t mind spending 
money if it is going to save 
money ultimately -- like house 
insulation. 

While men cut down on smo- 
king and drinking, eating out 
(cafe and restaurant meals are 
now among the priciest items in 
Britain), using their cars less, 
buying fewer clothes and spend- 
ing less on holidays, their wives 
exchange information about all 
kinds of economies. 

The attitude of one typical ol- 
der woman is: "We were brou- 
ght up to take care of the pen- 
nies and the pounds would take 
care of themselves, but the 
pounds I've met recently don't 
seem to have understood their 
part of the bargain." 

She is probablv making hand- 
kerchiefs and pillowcases from 
her husband’s shirts, even shar- 
ing a hot bath with her husband 
to save fuel. 

As bankruptcies mount to re- 
cord levels and overdrafts leng- 
then. economies are no laughing 
matter. Very seriously. Which 
the journal of the Consumers' 
Association, has suggested a 
"cheap as possible" dirt. 

Costing about £2 a week a 
head, it would consist of liver, 
cheese, raw cabbage, whole- 
meal bread and water. Add an- 
other 50 d and our sparse but 
healthy Briton could enjoy just 
a taste of comparative "luxu- 
ries” like eggs, kidneys, tinned 
fish, potatoes and cornflakes.

Mr. Armstrong, who grows 
all his own vegetables in a gar- 
den the size of a tennis court, 
says “Britain’s days of cheap 
food imports have gone for 
ever. We are living on borrow- 
ed raonev. We are not producing 
enough-” 

Now the environmental grouo, 
Friends of the Earth has la- 
unched a communal gardening 
scheme, seeing the enormous 
potential of Britain’s 15.000,000 
gardens, many of which are 
still under-used. They claim 
that thousands of tons nf extra 
food could be grown if the sche- 
me took roots nationally.

East expected to get rich 
from his penalty double of 
five diamonds. Instead, he 
found he had steered de- 
clarer to the winning line. 

We approve of West’s 
decision simply to overcall. 
With a two-suited hand, it 
is usually correct to plan to 
bid both suits rather than 
make a takeout double. 
Faced with a difficult prob- 
lem, North elected to show 
his values by bidding one no 
trump even though his spade 
stopper might have been late 
developing. Thereafter, the 
bidding proceeded normally 
to five diamonds, except that 
East got a little greedy and 
tipped his holding, although 
we might have done the 
same. 

With nothing to guide him, 
declarer would probably 
have played to ruff a heart 
in dummy and then lead 
trumps to try to hold his dia- 


mond losers to one. After the 
double, however, he realized 
there was a probability of a 
4-0 break, and he planned 
the play accordingly. 

Declarer won the ace of 
spades and led a heart. West 

played low and dummy's 
king won. East won the next 
round of hearts and con- 
tinued the suit, forcing dum- 
my to ruff. He expected this 

move to assure him of two 
trump tricks, but declarer 
had other ideas. 

South led a low diamond 


from dummy, East followed 
with the eight and the ten 
was finessed. The ace of 
clubs and another to the 


jack put declarer in dummy 
for a spade ruff. A club to 
the king and another spade 
ruff reduced declarer's 


trumps to the same length as 
East's. The trump coup posi- 
tion had been reached. 

A trump to the ace left 


East and declarer each with 
only two trumps. Declarer 
simply led a spade from 
dummy, and whether East 
ruffed with the jack or the 


king, he was going to be held 
to only one trump trick. 

Note that declarer's line of 
-play in trumps was not 
natural. Without a clue from 
the double, he would more 
than likely have cashed the 
ace of diamonds after ruffing 
the heart, and he would 
have been booked for a one- 
trick defeat.

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Convicted assassin of Martin Luther King escapes prison 

Police hunt is on 
for James Earl Ray 


PETROS, Tennessee, June 
11 (R). — Police using blood- 
hounds combed a desn'ate mo- 
untainous area today for Mr. 
James Earl Ray, the convicted 
assassin to black civil rights 
leader Martin Luther King, 
and five other prisoners who 
escaped last night from a top 
security prison using a home- 
made ladder. 

But authorities said there 
was no trace of Mr. Ray, who 
has boasted that no prison 
could hold him, and the five 
others, three of whom are also 
convicted murderers. 

With the help of a ladder 
made of lightning conductor 
wire, the escapees scaled a 
5 metre prison wall during 
the evening recreation period. 

A seventh prisoner was 
shot and recaptured moments 
after clearing the wall. Prison 


PARIS. June 11 (R). — The 
kidnappers of Fiat car firm 
executive Luchino Revel li-Bea- 
umont have extended the dead- 
line for killing him until toni- 
ght, his wife said today. 

The deadline had been due 
to expire at midnight last ni- 
ght, unless the Italian com- 
pany agreed to meet the kid- 
nappers’ demands. 

Signora Maria Revelli-Beau- 
mont told reporters today that 
the kidnappers extended the 
deadline by 24 hours after co- 
ntacting the family. 

"We hope to have other co- 
ntacts." she said. 

Signora Revelli-Beaumont 
gave no other details of the 
negotiations which led to the 
24-hour extension of the de- 
ath threat deadline. 

The kidnappers, who snat- 
ched Signor Revelli-Beaum- 
ont, head of Fiat operations 
in France, from outside his 
home on April 13, said they 
did so because Fiat's prospe- 
rity was built on the exploit- 


guards fired at Mr. Ray and 
the others, but they disappe- 
ared. leading to speculation 
they may have been picked up 
in a waiting car. 

Police in cars and on foot 
concentrated their search on a 
rugged 25 sq. kms. region 
round Brushy Mountain State 
Prison. 

Mr. Ray, 49, was arrested 
in London two months after 
the death of Dr. King, who 
was killed by a single rifle bul- 
let as he stepped out on to 
his motel room in Memphis on 
April 4. 1968. 

Criminal lawypr Percy Fore- 
man, who served as one of 
Mr. Ray's defence attorneys, 
said last night that Mr. Ray 
had told him he always inten- 
ded to escape. 

“He believed he was smarter 
than any prison official in the

GENEVA. June 11 (R). — 
Trade union leaders from 
more than 120 countries today 
called on workers throughout 
the world to boycott ail work 
linked with .South Africa to 
help bring an end to the sys- 
tem of apartheid (racial seg- 
regation). 

The delegates, representing 
some 200 million workers from 
every continent adopted a re- 
solution after a two-day meet- 
ing here, accusing the Preto- 
ria government of "making 
the African majority foreigners 
in their own land." 

The union leaders were in

But the demand has been 
turned down, and a recent in- 
vestigation by the U.S. Justice 
Department failed to uncover 
evidence of any conspiracy in 
the murder of Dr. King. 

Dr. King's death touched off 
a wave of rioting by blacks 
across the United States. 

Mr. Ray’s powered-rifle 
with telescopic sights was 
found outside the motel. Police 
said that Mr. Ray had bought 
the rifle from a gun shop In 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Mr. Ray's free-spending life- 
style before he was arrested 
In London convinced many pe- 
ople that he was only the trig- 
ger-man in a conspiracy to 
kill Dr. King.

Only Israel refuses to sign 2 
additions to Geneva war rules 


GENEVA. June II (R). — So- 
me 100 nations, meeting here 
to bring the Geneva Conven- 
tions on the rules of war up 
to date with modem warfare 
techniques, yesterday comple- 
ted four years of work by sig- 
ning two controversial additi- 
ons to the Conventions. 

Israel was the only partici- 
pating country which refused 
to sign the two protocols af- 
ter the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation and two black 
African nationalist groups -- 
at the conference as observers 
-- were permitted to sign. 

The two new protocols - - 
one on international, the other 
on internal armed conflicts 
contain several articles, inclu- 
ding one which gives guerr- 
illa groups, under certain con- 
ditions. the same prisoner-of- 
war status as regular soldiers. 

Many delegates claimed yes- 
terday’ that the main result 
of the Conference on Humani- 
tarian Law in Armed Conflicts 
had been to give more recog- 
nition to the PLO and nation- 
alist groups in South Africa 
and Rhodesia. 

Swiss Foreign Minister Pier- 
re Graber. Chairman of the 
conference, told reporters he 

did not know how the new 
Convention protocols would 

turn nut in practice while Uni- 
ted States delegate George Al- 
drich said "we settled for the 
best we could get." 

M. Jean Pictet, legal expert 
oF the International Red Cross 
which is responsible for moni- 
toring the Geneva Conventions, 
told reporters : “We are 80 
per cent satisfied. There are 


shadows and one of the sha- 
dows is that some of the arti- 
cles will be difficult to put in- 
to practice." 

The protocols have to be 
ratified by individual govern- 
ments. 

Mr. Aldrich said he expec- 
ted Protocol One, on interna- 
tional conflicts, to be ratified 
by most of the signatory sta- 
tes within 10 years. “But Pro- 
tocol Two (on internal aimed 
conflicts) is much more ques- 
tionable. I think you’ll be lu- 
cky if 50 countries have sig- 
ned within the next 10 years," 
the U.S. delegate 'told news- 
men, 

The most controversial arti- 
cle in the new international 
protocol is one which gives 
full Red Cross protection to 
guerrillas fighting in internati- 
onal conflicts, against colonial 
domination, against alien occ- 
upation or against a racist re- 
gime. 

Israel, the only country to 
oppose the article, said it wo- 
uld encourage "terrorist" atta- 
cks. 

PLO delegate Chawqi Armali 
welcomed the article, criticis- 
ing only one paragraph which 
obliges a guerrilla to cany his 
arms openly before an attack 
“but we take this to mean 
that we must produce our we- 
apons at the last minute,” he 
told newsmen. 

Conference sources said the 
article on guerrillas had been 
aimed at granting more rights 
to “liberation groups recogni- 
sed by their regional organi- 
sations.” This meant specific- 
ally the PLO (recognised by 


the Arab League) and black na- 
tionalist groups in South Af- 
rica and Rhodesia (recognised 
by the Organisation of Afri- 
can Unity), they added. 

But many delegates conce- 
ded privately that other groups 
could at least claim protection 
under the new article. 

The sources said the outlaw- 
ed Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) had already circulated 
a message among delegates, 
congratulating them on the ar- 
ticle. 

Sympathisers of the West 
r « i rman anarchist Baader-Mei- 
**nf group recently staged a 
derm >n si ration here demanding 
prisoner-of-war status for the 
group's jailed leaders. 

But Mr. Aldrich pointed out 
yesterday : "It’s the person 
that captures a combatant who 
has to carry out these pro- 
visions. and no country is li- 
kely to admit it's a racist or 
colonial regime.” 

The second new protocol, on 
internal armed conflicts, was 
chopped by half last week af- 
ter developing countries com- 
plained that man/ articles co- 
u/d_ encourage nolations of 
their sovereignty nr give gue- 
rrilla groups equal status with 
their regular armies.

Volatile West Bengal votes 
in Indian state 


NEW DELHI, June 11 (R). 

— Voting began today in the 
volatile Indian state of West 
Bengal, following a day of 
election violence in neighb- 
ouring Bihar state which left 
at least 15 dead. 

State assembly elections sp- 
read over five days are being 
held in 10 states and two un- 
ion territories covering more 
than half the country. 

They are seen as an impor- 
tant test of the strength of 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai’s 
ruling Janata (People’s) Party 
which has been less than three 
months in power at the centre 
after crushing Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi's Congress Party. 

The Bihar clashes, including 
gun battles between rival par- 


ty groups and a lynching, 
have already made the state 
elections more violent than the 
general elections last March, 
which were generally peaceful. 

Early reports from West 
Bengal said polling was large- 
ly calm. But one person was 
injured in Calcutta when a 
bomb was hurled at a jeep 
carrying the brother of a Jana- 
ta Party candidate. Twenty- 
five people were arrested in 
other incidents. 

The Janata Party needs to 
win two-thirds of the 2,300 
seats at stake in the state 
elections to claim a majority 
in the Electoral College that 
will choose India’s new presi- 
dent in August. The Electoral 
College is made up of mem- 
bers of the two central houses 


of parliament and the state <u 
semblies. 

The Janata Patty is also 
eking control over state on? 
emments in order to overtm* 
the Congress Party's maioS 
in the Rajya Sabha, or Up 2 
house of parliament, vrtjS 
members are elected on , 
proportional basis by. ass«n* 
blies.

Soweto violence expected after 
arrest of black student leader 


BEIRUT, June II (AFP). — 
Bahrain will refuse to renew 
rights for an American military 
base there when the current 
agreement runs out on July 
1, it was disclosed today. 

The Bahraini foreign minis- 
ter told a Lebanese weekly ne- 
wspaper that Bahrain would ta- 
ke over installations at the st- 
rategically-located Jfeir Base, 
but that U.S. servicemen and 
their families could stay in the 
country as civilians. 

Sheikh Mohammad Ibn Mu- 
barak A1 Khalifeh gave no re- 
ason for the decision to close 


down the base, whose existe- 
nce has been a source of fri- 
ction between Bahrain and the 
rest of the Arab World. 

Th& foreign minister told the 
newspaper A! Nahar AJ Arabi 
Wa A1 Douali that personnel 
from the base would be allow- 
ed to cross the isles as civili- 
ans and that port facilities wo 
ulrl '•or.tir.uc iu be granted to 
American merchant ships. 

The second largest oil refin- 
ery in the Middle East is in 
the Bahraini archipelgo, which 
lies near Qatar off the west 
coast of the Gulf.

(AFP). — South African secu- 
rity police have arrested the 
leader of the Soweto Students 
Representative Council (SSRC), 
Dan Sechaba Montsitsi, it was 
officially announced here to- 
day.

Kriel, said Mr. Mon- 
tsitsi 20, was arrested early 
today with other black stu- 
dents. 

Four whites at Couth Afri- 
ca's biggest university, the Wi- 
twatersrand, were also arres- 
ted. They were Mr. Max Price. 
21. Mr. Auret van Heerden. 
Mr. Richard de Villiers and Mr. 
Joel Bolnick. 

The arrest of Mr. Montsitsi, 
who is considered the most im- 
portant leader of young bracks 
in Soweto, is expected to pro- 
voke strong protests next we- 
ek when students in the one- 
million strong Soweto town- 
ship near here commemorate 
the first anniversary of the ou- 
tbreak of racial violence in 
South African townships in wh- 
ich more than 500 people died. 
Mr. Dan Montsitsi is consi- 


dered to be among the more 
moderate leaders of Soweto 
students. The third leader of 
the SSRC since the organisa- 
tion came into being last year, 
he has called on students not 
to resort to violence. 

The two predecessors, Mr. 
Tsietsi Mashinini, and Mr. Kh- 
otso Seathlo both fled the co- 
untry last year. Mr. Montsitsi 
took over from them. 

The police chief said the bl- 
ack students had been arres- 
ted in connection with plans 
to commemorate last year’s 
violence. 

Mr. Montsitsi and the SSRC 


committee recently successful, 
ly called on the black official 
body that administers Son* 
to, the Urban Bantu Councfl 
(UBC), to resign.

LONDON. June II (R). — Qu- 
een Elizabeth rode on horseba- 
ck in London today in a cere- 
mony marking the dimax to a 
week of celebrations for her 25 
years on the British throne. 

In steady rain, the Queen 
perched side-saddle for nearly 
two hours, was riding from 
Buckingham Palace to take a 
military salute at nearby Horse 
Guards Parade 

Watching were many of the 
33 Commonwealth leaders, ta- 
king a weekend break from 
the political and economic dis- 
cussions they are holding in 
London. 


For the ceremony today, the 
Queen was dressed as colonel- 
in-chief of the Scots Guards, 
saluting as their regimental 
colours were paraded by troo- 
ps in a display dating back to 
the 1 7th century. 

A bogus "Ifeutenant-colonel" 
dressed in ceremonial military 
regalia, was arrested trying to 
enter the parade ground shor- 
tl) before the Queen arrived. 
“He was spotted because all 
his medals were wrong," said 
a policeman. 

It has been an exhausting 
week for the Queen, who has 
made a “royal progress” on 


the River Thames, lit a huge 
bonfire near Windsor Castle, 
watched late-night firework di- 
splays and went to a thanksgi- 
ving ceremony in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. 

In between there have been 
other important functions, su- 
ch as a banquet for the Cbmm- 
onwealth leaders. 

Queen Elizabeth, apart from 
reviewing a parade of old so- 
ldiers at Windsor tomorrow, is 
also taking a short rest before 
another day of pageantry on 
Monday at Windsor, about 48 
kms. west of London. 


ABIDJAN, June 11 (R) — The 
42 victims of last Thursday’s 
night club fire in this Ivory 
Coast capital included 39 Fre- 
nch people, four Swiss, two Le- 
banese, a Briton, a West Or- 
man and an Italian, officials 
said today. 

Most of the French victims 
were Ivory Coast residents.

Eyewitnesses said staff of the 
crowded club acted heroically, 
returning repeatedly to the bl- 
azing building to help clients 
escape. Several clients lost the- 
ir lives going back to try to 
save others, witnesses said 

The fire was believed to ha- 
ve spread from an adjoining 
shop where an electrical short 
circuit may have started the 
blaze. 


U.S., USSR meet Monday to 
discuss anti-nuclear treaty 


What’s this about the CIA training a 
“secret army” against Castro’s Cuba ? 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (R). 
— The United States and the 
Soviet Union will hold high-le- 
vel talks here next Monday in 
an effort to break the deadlo- 
ck over a comprehensive nucl- 
ear test ban treaty, the State 
Department announced yester- 
day. 

Mr. Paul Wamks, U.S. arms 
control negotiator, and Mr. I.D. 
Morokhov, First Deputy Chair- 
man of the Soviet State Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy, will 
also discuss questions of nu- 


clear proliferation, a departm- 
ent spokesman said. 

Atmospheric, underwater and 
outer space testing was banned 
In 1963, but multilateral talk 
on a comprehensive agreement 
to include underground testing 
had been held up by three qu- 
estions, according to U.S. offi- 
cials. 

These are verification, the 
Soviet desire to stage peaceful 
nuclear explosions, and the ne- 
ed for all states with nuclear 
capability to sign a comprehen- 
sive test ban agreement 


MIAMI, Florida. June 11 (R) 
— A local police officer said 
yesterday that Cuban exiles 
based in Miami had continued 
guerrilla operations against 
Dr. Fidel Castro’s government 
in Havana but said it would 
be wrong to describe them ua 
a "secret army”. 

Lt. Thomas Lyons, head of 
the Organised Crime Bureau 
of Dade County Police, was 
commenting after the screen- 
ing of a documentary by CBS 
Television entitled "The CIA's 
Secret Army." 

The programme stated that 
a large number of Cuban ex- 
iles, trained in subversive ope- 
rations by the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency (CIA) in the ear- 
ly 1960s, were carrying out 
guerrilla attacks. 

“As far as calling them a 
:>ct. ret army, I wouldn't dra- 
matise them so much. They 
wen- trained for a secret ope- 
ration, and now that's over 
with. I would say the bulk of 
them have dropped out,” he ad- 
ded. 

The CBS documentary says 
the army exists although the 
U.S. is moving towards Impro- 
ving its relations with Cuba. 

Narrated by CBS correspon- 
dent Bill Moyers, a former 
Press Secretary for President 
Lyndon Johnson, the two-hour 
programme, shown last 
night, concentrates os what is 
for Americans, a little known 
guerrilla war, which began 
after the failure of the Bay 
of Pigs invasion, 16 years ago. 

At first the project had U.5. 
support, with those taking part 
trained by the CIA. Now it op- 
erates on its own. based in 
Miami’s Little Havana district 

According to the documen- 
tary, President John Kennedy 
decided to start an undeclar- 
ed war on Dr. Castro involv- 
ing thousands of Cuban exiles 
and tens of millions of dollars, 
following the Bay of Pigs. 

It called the project "Opera- 
tion Mongoose" and among its 
purposes were commando stri- 
kes on targets within Cuba 
and acts of sabotage designed 
to bring down the Cuban eco- 
nomy. 

Some of the Cubans involv- 
ed were personally recruited 
bv President Kennedy’s bro- 
ther, Robert, the report said. 
According to Mr. Moyers, his 


researches show that "Opera- 
tion Mongoose" had between 
600 and 700 CIA officials wor- 
king in Miami and estimates of 
Cubans involved have been 
put at 2,000. 

For Dr. Castro, briefly in- 
terviewed by Mr. Moyers in 
the programme, there was also 
the fear that U.S. attempts to 
bring his government down 
would lead to a direct Invas- 
ion. 

“This was behind the deci- 
sion to set the (Soviet) stra- 
tegic missiles in Cuba,” he 
told Mr. Moyers. 

But to end the Cuban mis- 
sile crisis in 1962. President 
Kennedy had to agree not to 
invade Cuba, even though the 
"secret war" continued, Mr. 
Moyers said. 

After President Kennedy's 
assassination in 1963, the “se- 
cret war" against Cuba slow- 
ed down and was finally halt- 
ed in 1967 by the U.S. gov- 
ernment, although Cuban ex- 
iles, being trained in terror 
and sabotage, continued alone. 

In the documentary Mr. 
Moyers traces what happened 
to what he calls the CIA’s se- 
cret army. 

His programme contains in- 
terviews with masked men 
and films of arms depositories 
as well as a listing of recent 
attacks on Cuban officials ab- 
road. Also included is the bo- 
mbing of a Cuban plane ear- 
lier this year, in which 73 pe- 
ople were killed. 

He adds, on the night of 
June 17, 1972. the secret war 
on Cuba officially came home. 
Four of the seven men who 
broke into the Watergate co- 
mplex in Washington were 
Cuban exiles who had been 
soldiers in the secret army 
against Fidel Castro." 

One of those four, Mr. Bern- 
ard Barker, says in the prog- 
ramme that Mr. E, Howard 
Hunt the former CIA operati- 
ve, part-time Nixon White 
House consultant and key 
Watergate figure, got him to 
recruit a small, secret army to 
perform “a variety of sensitive 
operations." 

That army, code-named “Op- 
eration Diamond", numbered 
120 people, all oF whom had 
previous experience with the 
CTA. Mr. Barker told CBS. 

Asked by producer George 
Criie what kind of missions 


these would be, Mr. Barker 
answers: "Any kind of mis- 
sions because... remember 
that here in Miami we have 
every trained group that is 
needed in a revolution. 

“If you want people super- 
bly trained in explosives, we 
have them. If you want speci- 
alists in weapons, we have 
them. You name them, we’ve 
got them." 

But as Mr. Moyers notes in 
the programme, the U.S. does 
not now want these experts 
against Dr. Castro since it is 
now trying to improve rela- 
tions with Dr. Castro's gov- 
ernment. 

According to Mr. Moyers, 
“all these years later, remn- 
ants of the CIA’s old secret 
army spin out of control... on 
a collision course now with 
Washington instead of Hava- 
na.” 

Nicaragua was also involv- 
ed. Nicaragua's head of state 
Gen. Somoza was asked by 
Mr. Criie what support he in- 
tends to offer the exiles and 
answered in a filmed inter- 
view. 'T would not specify 
what but I would speak for 
them." 

In the film he later compla- 
ins that his interviewer is que- 
stioning him as if he were in 
a police station. 

He angrily adds, “we are go- 
ing to give them the same faci- 
lities that Castro gives our pe- 
ople... ample support." 

Asked if he would gi w e any 
kind of support, he savs, “to 
a certain extent - - to the limi- 
tations of the Nicaraguan na- 
tional interest." % 

Mr. Moyers says that the ex-
